Radio Pyongyang starts its non-modulated carrier at ca 1450 UTC and 
blocks the frequency completely after that. 


ZWL on 14000 kHz at 1400 UTC could be heard simultaneously with E15's 
transmission at that time.

Following the attacks on the USA on 11 September, Mike L wrote: 
''Checking my archived logs there was no significant increase in 
traffic prior/during/after any of the major world incidents/events, 
including the Gulf War, of the past 15 years with the exception of 
the assassination of Prime Minister Begin of Israel when E10 went 
into overdrive for a short period of time.'' 


Harry Helms reacts: ''Checking my logs for the Gulf War period, I 
likewise noted no unusual numbers stations activity in that period. 
However, the "KKN" network of CW stations (personified by the nightly 
KKN50 QRA marker on 6929.5 kHz) went wild during that period. Activity 
was especially high on Jan. 16, 1991, when Desert Storm was launched. 
Instead of the machine-sent marker, there was much high-speed (25+ wpm) 
CW traffic involving such stations as KWT91, KWT94, KGN39, KRC81, etc. 
Messages passed were short and cryptic ("QJK 1 ZTA3? Q EEE QJK 1 ZTA3 
K") and the sending was often sloppy, apparently with a hand key. Most 
messages were passed within five minutes of the hour and half-hour, and 
the KKN50 QRA marker resumed when the traffic was passed. This unusual 
activity lasted until January 19. Don Schimmel in Virginia and the late 
Dave White in Maine also noted this activity. See "The Underground 
Frequency Guide" by Don Schimmel (available from Universal Radio) for 
more details. 


Although the "KKN" network went silent along with the 4D stations from 
Warrenton, it might be worth listening to 6929.5 and vicinity when the 


"Infinite Justice" bombs start flying.''

This morse station sent every 15 minutes badly hand keyed 
messages during several days and then disappeared or changed to an

was used till 1200 UTC. I discovered the station in the late European 
evening at 2115, 2130 and 2145 UTC on 3084 kHz, but nothing at 2200 UTC 
(which is midnight in W.Europe) or later. SA2N is probably the callsign 
of the station.

* HAARP - HIGH FREQUENCY ACTIVE AURORAL RESEARCH PROGRAM x 


I think that Dave McAllister <davemcallister@hotmail.com> was the first 
dxer who reported the strange sounding signal on 5800 kHz. The station 
has been active between 11 October from 0400 UTC to 24 October at 1400 
UTC. Because of a geomagnetic storm during the period 21 October 1700 
UTC to about 22 October 1900 UTC, the HF reception was rather poor. 


Dave thought that it might be a HAARP signal and contacted them. This 
is HAARP's reply to Dave's inquiry: 


''Thanks for your inquiry. There is a current research 
effort underway at the HAARP Observatory and 5.8 MHz is 
one of the frequencies being used by the HF transmitter. 
The research campaign, which is scheduled to end after 
today, is studying propagation of ELF signals in the 


magnetosphere, the region above the ionosphere. You are 
probably hearing the modulation on the 5.8 MHz carrier 
signal. These tones are converted into independent ELF 
signals at the same frequency (approximately 1 - 3 kHz). 


Although the primary purpose of the test is study of ELF 
propagation mechanisms, we are certainly interested in 
any technical details you can provide on the HF signal. 
Also, we would be happy to send you a QSL card to confirm 
your reception report if you like. I assume we can find 
your address in the call book.'' 


Further info from the helpful people at HAARP reveals that they employ 
''very complex receivers in very quiet locations to listen to the weak 
ELF signals that are produced by HAARP's method. So far, VLF/ELF has 
not been detected at ranges greater than about 900 km from the HAARP 
facility.'' 


Not only 5.8 MHz was used during the experiment, HAARP also used 3.2 
and 3.3 MHz at various times during the research. The 3.3 MHz signal 
was used for brief periods at the beginning of each half hour as a 
diagnostic. The 3.2 MHz signal had the same modulation as the 5.8 MHz 
signal. 


Dave asked: 

''What was the rationale behind the modulation you chose? Was it simply 
to provide a recognizable signal in VLF, or did you expect different 
VLF behaviour from the different frequencies?' ' 


Answer: 

''Both. The tones were chosen so that they and their harmonics would 
not be multiples of each other. Several receivers were used to listen 
to the direct signal (E-layer downward) and for the magnetospherically 
propagated signal which would arrive after a delay. Timing and tone 
frequency selection were done to avoid having a new tone (or the 
harmonic of some other tone) overlap the arrival of the delayed tone 
from the previous transmission. Tones over a wide range of frequencies 
gave the experiment the potential to see a variety of possible 
propagation effects which are likely to be frequency dependent. '' 


About the waveform..... 

''The general waveform structure was the same during the experiment. 
Experimental parameters are often adjusted after looking at preliminary 
data so that the chances for success are improved. The "data bursts" 
you heard could have been part of the diagnostic or calibration signal 
that was transmitted periodically.'' 


Question: 


''wWhat altitude or region of the ionosphere produces the effect (VLF 
propagation) you desire? Are you succeeding in 'modulating' the 
magnetosphere to produce this result?'' 


Answer: 

''VLF/ELF is generated through interaction with the auroral electrojet 
which occurs at E-layer altitudes (about 100 km). VLF/ELF signals 
produced within the E-layer can propagate upward into the magnetosphere 
and it was the study of that propagation mechanism that was of interest 
in this research.'' 


''Sure was fun 'investigating' this. What a great hobby.'', says Dave 
with a happy smile on his face.

ANDVT (Advanced Narrowband Digital Voice Terminal) proved to be one 

of the most popular encryption methods during the past years. A widely 
used ANDVT system is KY-99, which is a secure voice and data communica- 
tions system. In narrowband mode it supports the following data rates: 
300, 600, 1200, 2400 bps in HF digital mode. In wideband mode: 12 and 
16 kbps. 


Other sophisticated systems that you can hear on HF include KG-84A 
(data encryption) and KG-84C (telegraphy encryption), KY-5, KY57/58, 
KY-99 and KY-100. Sailor 2000, an integrated GMDSS system, is often 


used by fishermen.

President Vladimir Putin has announced that Russia will shut down its 
SIGINT base at Lourdes, Cuba. There are ca 1500 Russians based at the 
station. According to mr Putin, closing Lourdes would save some $200 
million a year. The closure is a surprise as mr Putin visited the 
station about a year ago and stated then that it is still an important 
Russian base. Beside Lourdes, Russia will also close the naval SIGINT 
station at Cam Ranh Bay in Vietnam. 


The reaction in Russia was very mixed. The pro-Putin journalists and 
analysts say that it is a good thing to do because the costs of the 
facilities is very high. In the eyes of the military it is a catastrophe 
while the intelligence world cannot understand the decision.

The USA is doing the opposite of Russia. The base that would be closed 
at the end of the year, will stay open until 30 September 2004. The 
SIGINT base at Bad Aibling, Germany, has to stay open because the 
aircraft that would have been used to remove the communications and 
surveillance equipment, are now deployed in Afghanistan. At least, that 
is the official statement. I think that it is more likely that the base 
is being used to eavesdrop on the Taliban.
